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Explanatory Notes on the Canadian 
Forces Reorganization Act 


1. Name of Service: 

The name of the single ser¬ 
vice was chosen after the most 
careful and thoughtful consider¬ 
ation. Since there is no proper 
noun which describes the single 
service, it is necessary to either 
invent a new word or adopt an 
existing word and change its 
meaning to include all armed 
forces, whether for sea, land, air 
or space. After exhaustive study 
within the services, the Defence 
Staff recommended that the 
name of the single service should 
be the Canadian Armed Forces. 
It is possible that a word will be 
coined at some future date which 
will apply to servicemen of all 
environments and should this be 
the case it can be adopted by 
a simple amendment. 


more familiar to the Canadian 
public. 

The new rank designations 
must be standardized for admi¬ 
nistrative purposes and they will, 
accordingly, be used on person¬ 
nel documents and in the official 
description of an individual posi¬ 
tion. If, however, an individual 
prefers to be designated by rank 
traditional to his former service, 
he will have the option to do so. 

4. Uniforms: 

a. Occupational clothing will 
continue to be worn in relation 
to specific employment as is now 
the case. For example, approp¬ 
riate combat clothing will be 
worn by forces in the field, at 


sea and iin the air. 

b. A new service dress which 
will be worn by all ranks will 
be introduced over a period of 
years once satisfactory user trials 
have been completed. 

c. Members of the RCN and 
the RCAF at the time of procla¬ 
mation may continue to wear 
their present uniforms as dress 
uniforms on an optional basis on 
appropriate occasions. In this res¬ 
pect they will be considered the 
equivalent of the army blue pat¬ 
rol. 

d. Regimental dress uniforms 
will remain unchanged and will 
be worn on appropriate occa¬ 
sions. 

e. Members of the three ser¬ 
vices on proclamation may con¬ 
tinue to wear their present mess 
dress.

Use only fire resist¬ 
ant decorations and check your 
tree lighting for defects. Over¬ 
decorating should be avoided in 


order to minimize any fire risk. 

We have never had a fire in 
Griesbach on Christmas Day and 
I hope and pray that we never 
will have one.

Fire Department Hints for a Fire Safe 
Christmas — Your Christmas Tree 


In choosing the name Canadian 
Armed Forces consideration was 
given to the question of the 
Royal title. In the three services 
two different systems were used. 
In the army, the Royal title was 
applied at the Corps and Regi¬ 
mental levels while in the navy 
and air force it was applied in 
the name of the service itself. 
It was necessary to choose bet¬ 
ween the two systems, and after 
careful study the Defence Staff 
recommended that, the army sys¬ 
tem be adopted. If the Defence 
Staff recommends that it is in 
the interest of the service to 
seek the Royal title for some 
additional lists or branches their 
recommendatiiins will be consid¬ 
ered. 


When buying your tree try to 
obtain one that hasn't dried out 
from prolonged storage and re¬ 
member the larger the tree the 
greater the hazard. 

Just before setting up the 
tree, saw off the trunk at an 
angle at least one inch above the 
original cut. 

Place the tree in a secure 
stand designed for holding water 
and keep the level of the water 
above the cut the entire time 
the tree is indoors. (Check the 
water level at least once a day). 

Support the tree well. Don't 
put itn ear sources of heat or 
where standing or fallen it could 
block the way ou t of the room 
in case of a fire. 

Artificial trees need care in 
selection and handling too. 

Plastic and metalized trees 
can burn. Use the type clearly 
marked as slow-burning mate, 
rials. 

Metal trees are not a fire haz¬ 
ard but may be a shock hazard 


so use only indirect lighting with 
them. 

Don't allow smoking near your 
tree amidst decorations or piles 
of wrapping; have plenty of safe 
ashtrays around and use them. 

Plan what, you must do if a 
fire breaks out. Guard against 
flying sparks from a fireplace 
with a substantial screen and 
don't use the fireplace to burn 
up Christmas wrappings and de¬ 
corations. 

Keep matches, lighters and 
candles away from tiny hands. 

If fire should strike, first get 
everyone out of the house and 
then call the fire department be¬ 
fore attempting to fight the fire 
yourself. 

Don't buy pyroxylin plastic 
dolls, toys or non-flameproofed 
cowboy suits, etc. Toys opera¬ 
ted by alcohol, kerosene or gas 
are especially dangerous, they 
may upset and set fire to child¬ 
ren's clothing^ the tree or to the 
house itself.

2. Terms of Service: 

Officers and men serving in 
the services at the services at the 
time of proclamation of the new 
act will not be required to serve 
in a different combat environ¬ 
ment from those associated with 
their original terms of engage¬ 
ments unless they volunteer to 
do so. (That is, infantrymen will 
not be required to serve at sea 
and sailors will not be required 
to serve in the infantry, etc.). 

3. Ranks: 

The decision to adopt predom¬ 
inantly army ranks is based on 
the strong belief by the Defence 
Staff they will be acceptable to 
most service people and would be

A sense of 
humour. Laughter leavens life. 
The meaning of discipline. If we 
falter at. discipline, life will do it 
for us. The will to work. Sat¬ 
isfying work is the lasting joy. 


The talent for sharing, for it is 
not sso much what we give as 
what we share. The love of jus¬ 
tice. Justice is the bulwark 
againse violence and oppression 
and the repository of human 
dignity. The passion for truth, 
founded on precept and example. 
Truth is the beginning of every 
good thing. The power of faith, 
engendered in mutual trust. Life 
without faith is a dismal dead¬ 
end street. The beacon of hope, 
which lights all darkness. The 
knowledge of being loved beyond 
demand or reciprocity, praise or 
blame, for those so loved are 
never lost. 

What shall we give the child¬ 
ren? 

The open sky, the brown earth, 
the leafy tree, the golden sand, 
the blue water, the stars in their 
courses, and the awareness of 
these. Birdsong, butterflies, 
clouds, and rainbows. Sunlight, 
moonlight, firelight. A large 
hand reaching down for a small 
hand, impromptu praise, an un¬ 
expected kiss, a straighter ans¬ 
wer. The glisten of enthusiasm 
and a sense of wonder. Long 
days to be merry in and nights 
without fear. The memery of a 
good home.

Brigadier Colquhoun was an 
original officer of the Regiment, 
having previously served in Can¬ 
adian militia units. Although 
captured early in 1915 he was 
decorated, mentioned in dispat¬ 
ches and also was brought to the 
notice of the Secretary of State 
for War for attempts to escape. 

On the reorganization of the 
Regiment in the Permanent 
Force he was accepted as a cap¬ 
tain. He'was promoted to major 
in 1932. He led the Regiment 
overseas in December 1939 and 
in September 1940 he was ap¬ 
pointed to command 7th Cana¬ 
dian Brigade in 3rd Canadian 
Division. He afterwards com¬ 
manded 13th Canadian Brigade. 
He retired in January 1946 and 
lived in Victoria until his death 
on November 18, 1966.

Lieutenant-General Anderson 
was born in Montreal in May, 
1915. He started his military 
career at th e of 13 when he 
joined the Frontenac Regiment. 
He served with this unit, while 
still at school, for three years, 
and subsequently attended The 
Royal Military College jrom 1932 
to 1936. 

General Anderson was com¬ 
missioned as a lieutenant. Royal 
Canadian Artillery, in June, 
1936 and appointed adjutant,' 
3 Field Regiment with th e rank 
of captain in November, 1939. 
He held several staff appoint¬ 
ments at Canadian Military Head¬ 
quarters, London, England, and 


for three months was personal 
assistant to the late General H. 
D. G. Crerar. 

General Anderson was promo¬ 
ted to lieutenant-colonel in Ap¬ 
ril, 1942, and held first grade 
appointments until appointed to 
command 15 Field ( Regiment, 
RCA. He served as general staff 
officer, Europe from May, 1944, 
until his return to Canada in 
February, 1945. 

Promoted to colonel in Febru¬ 
ary 1946, he was appointed dir¬ 
ector of military intelligence, and 
later director Canadian Army 
Staff College. H e has since held 
appointments in the rank, of bri¬ 
gadier as Commander Western 
Ontario Area, Commander 1 Can¬ 
adian Infantry Brigade Group in 
Western Germany, Vice Adju¬ 
tant-General, Army Headquarters, 
deputy chief of the general staff 
and commandant Royal Military 
College. 

In January. 1962, he was pro¬ 
moted to major-general and ap¬ 
pointed adjutant-general, an ap¬ 
pointment he held until the posi¬ 
tion was abolished on integration 
of the Armed Forces in 1964. 
He then was appointed chairman 
of a senior officer study group 
with task of producing a career 
management plan for officers of 
the Regular Forces.

When Canadian servicemen 
and their families are troubled 
by social welfare problems an in¬ 
tegrated team of experts is now 
ready to counsel and assist them. 

The recently-established Social 
Work Services will be staffed by 
21 military officers and three 
civilians all holding bachelor or 
master of social work degrees. 
Three are based at Canadian For¬ 
ces Headquarters, Ottawa, with 
the others stationed across Can¬ 
ada and at the army brigade and 
the air division in Europe. 

They are continuing, on a 
wider scale, the social welfare 
counselling that was previously 
available to sailors, soldiers and 
airmen. 

The RCAF have had specialists 
handling social welfare cases for 
the past 14 years. The RCN 
have had a social worker sta¬ 
tioned on each coast. The Army 
uused the welfare investigating 
facilities of the Department of 
Veterans Affairs to look into 
many of the domestic problems 
of soldiers. The RCAF and RCN 
counsellors also used the DVA 
welfare, services to supplement 
their own efforts. 

The integrated social work ser¬ 
vices will maintain a close liai¬ 
son with DVA because of its 
welfare experience with military 
personnel and its well-estab¬ 
lished facilities across Canada. 
Civilian welfare - agencies will 
also be used. 

The head of the social work 
services. Squadron Leader L. B. 
MacQuarrie of Toronto, described 
its main function as , "a resource 
that commanders may call upon 
to assist them in assesing com¬ 
passionate situations of men un¬ 
der their command, and, when 
necessary, to provide direct as¬ 
sistance to servicemen and their 
familes."
